SUGDEN’S MEAL TICKETS. 


His Eating Down Town Taken Out of the 
Household Expenses. 


The divorce case of Kate Sugden against 
Benjamin Sugden was concluded before 
Judge Klein this morning. The plaintiff de - 
clared that she was married in 1881, in St. 
Lonis, and that she had always properly 
conducted herse!f toward him, while he on the 
other hand had subjected her toall kinds 
of indignities. On several occasions he 
would take her by the throatand choke her, 
and he was also in the habit of using vile and 
obscene language. Finally he began to es- 
tablish a system of petty annoyances which 
were beyond endurance. One of these was 
the way he provided forthe household. He 
would give her $8 a week for board and every 
time he took a meal down town he would 
give his wife a meal check, and at the end of 
the week these checks were deducted from 
the $8 allowed her. He absented himself from 
home frequently, and never provided for the 
family, Mrs. Sugden alleged. 

Mr. Sugden testifying for himself, when he 
got Into the hands of the attorney for the 
plaintiff, toid a very sad tale. s said: 

‘*T have had a miserable life. ave been 
— — my wife was no hat I ex- 
pected herto be, and our trouUies began to 
grow and grow. Ihavea memorandum here 
which I wrote two wears ago. I was then 
contemplating suicice,I was so miserable. 
I have been discharged from places because 
Icould not take my mind off my troubles. 
I was so worried over my family affairs that I 
could not do my work.’ 

Did you ever call her ugly, vulgar and 
obscene names“ asked Attorney Mcintyre. 

es, Idid. I called her every vile name I 
could think of when she came home late. 
One word led to another, and so on until we 
— abusing each other as hard as we 
could.“ 

Did you call her these names in the pres -

Mrs. Sugden was put on the stand to testify 
asto whether she had ever gone under an 
assumed name. She said no, but after- 
wards admitted that she was occasionally 
called Snyder, a name she was often called 
by at the lodge and one under which she often 
had packages sent to the house. 

Mr. H. F. Claycamp was called and asked 
as to Mrs. Sugden’s reputation. He said 
that he was occupied in attending to his own 
affairs and had notimeto pry around in the 
affairs of other people. 

Mrs. Kahn, aneighbor of Mrs. Sugden’s, 
was called as to Mrs. Sugden’s reputation. 
She professed entire ignorance on the sub- 


ect. 

Mr. Sugden’s daughter by a former mar- 
riagesaid she had not been friendly with 
Mrs. Sugden, but she had contributed herself 
considerably tothe support of the family. 
She acknowledged that Mrs. Sugden had 
made the clothes for the children and had 
supported them almost entirely by dress- 
making. Whenthe witness testifed as to 
her father’s troubles and how he came to her 
broke and hard up. she resolved into tears, 
but braced up again, —

THE ACCUSATION MADE THE MAYOR 
WINCE AND CHANGE COLOR, 


The Lawyer Wanted to Prove by Dr. 
Max Starkloff and His Honor That the 
Latter Is Trying to Oust the Health 
Commissioner te Give the Office to thse 
South End Fhysician—Mr. Walbridge 
Ruled the Proceedieg Out of Order. 


The High Court of Chancery instituted in 
the Mayor’s office for the purpose of trying 
charges preferred by Bis honor against 
Health Commissioner Wm. N. Brennan was 
called to order at 10:45 0’clock this morning 
by Judge Walbridge. At 10:30 o’clock Mr. 
John M. Glover ot counsel for Dr. Brennan 
put in an appearance and after casting a 
hurried glance over the array of witnesses 
summoned for the prosecution said: 

Jam ready to proceed, your honor, but 
where is the prisoner?’’ 

„We are not quite ready yet, said his 
honor. 

The sensation of the day was when 
Mr. Glover offered to put the 
Mayor, himself, on the stand and show that 
prior to the institution of these proceedings 
he had promised Dr. Max Starkloff to use his 
influence with the City Councilmen to secure 
forhim Dr. Brennan’s place. Mr. Glover 
also wished to put Dr. Starkioff on the stand. 

The speech fell like a bombshell on the 
assembled horde of Republican politicians 
present, and even caused the City Counselor 
to look uneasy. He asked Mr. Glover if he 
meantto inferthathe included him in this 
alleged compact. Mr. Glover said he did 
not. 

When court was opened Mayor Walbridge 
sald: I want to goon with the hearing un- 
tilitis terminated. Iam here to have these 
charges proved or disproved, and I want to 
do away with all technicalities, The courts 
will have, as I understand it, an opportunity 
ofreviewing the proceeding. The charter 
provides for this, and the chief executive 
has but one plain duty to perform that Is to 
show that there was cause for removal, 

For that reason I must ask that you con- 
sider my position and at the same time re- 
frain from any comments, such as have 
characterized these proceedings hereto- 
tore. 

ASKED A CHANGE OF VENUE. 

Mr. Glover then said that before he made 
any reply, he wouldlike tomake a motion 
for a change of venue tothe City Council. 

He then read a forma! motion in which he 
charged the Mayof With betng biased ana 
prejudiced to such an extent that he could 
not give the defendant a fair and impartial 
hearing. In support of this motion he itntro- 
duced the affidavits of Dr. Brennan and O. T. 
Smith to prove that the Mayor at 
the conclusion of the testimony on Monday 
last referred to our side at the case 
meaning thereby the prosecution. Mr. 
Glover then spoke in support of the motion 
and said that as it was impossible for him to 
look on this proceeding in any 
other light than that of a funny 
one he would be compelled occasionally 
tosmile, but he would refrain from com- 
menting on this feature as far as he possibly 
could. He aid not see howthe Mayor could 
consistently try the case, and from a pure 
sense of justice he asked that the whole 
matter be referred to the City Council, a 
body having the right and power to try the 
case and give an impartial verdict. 

Another reason why he thought the Mayor 
should not try this case was that Dr. Bren- 
nan’s successor had been agreed upon and 
selected before these proceedings were insti- 
tuted} He thought he could produce wit- 
nesses to prove this. 

The City Counselor then indulged ina long 
harangue to show that the motion was not 
out ot order and made a feeble attempt to 
protect his honor in the delicate position he 
seemed determined to hold. 

Mr. Glover then followed with a few words 
and reiterated & statement that he 
wished to show in support of his mo- 
tion that Dr. Brennan’s successor had been 
selected before he was brought to trial. The 
Mayor said he would overrule the motion.

There being no objection Mr. Wm. Fiew- 
ellyn Saunders, the Mayor’s secretary, was 
installed as high keeper of the records of 
the Mayor’s court. 

DR. FORSTER TESTIFES. 

The first witness called after the recess was 
Dr. Forster, who said he was a 
member of the Board of Health. 
He was asked the stereotyped question about 
the competency of Dr. Brennan as Health 
Commissioner. He said that as a membDer of 
the Board of Health he dis- 
played reat tardiness in the 
discharge of his duties. Witness could not 
pass on his competency as Health Commis- 
sioner. The Board of Health knew nothing 
of the appointment of Dr. Mortiand as assis- 
tant at the Insane Asylum. 

Mr. Glover maintained that the Board of 
Health records would speak for 
themselves. Witness was then 
asked about the removal of 
McCarty as storekeeper atthe Female Hos 
pital. e thought McCarty was unfit for 
the position. On cross examination he was 
asked if it was not a facit that Mr. 
Walbridge when a member of the Board of 
Health had not been presentat more than 
four meetings in four years. He thought he 
had been there at least seven times. 

Gen. John Stevenson, ex-City Comptroller, 
was then called. He was not present, anda 
long delay occurred. 

After the examination of Gen. Stevenson 
defence will be given time to prepare their 
case. 


INHUMAN DOG-CATCHERS. 


Outrageous Mannerin Whicha Cow Was 
Tortured to Death. 


A dead cow is lying on the corner of 
Indiana avenue and Pestalozzi street, and 
while a dead cow is no novelty inthe City of 
St. Louis never was a cow killed under cir- 
cumstances so well calculated to arouse in- 
dignation in the Dreasts of all people who 
profess the commonest feeljngs of hu- 
manity. This cow, Delonging to a 


dairyman named McCarthy, residing 
on Compton Hill escaped from her owner's 
yard Tuesday night and was found yesterday 
morningin Lafayette Park, whereshe had 
injured the shrubbery and grass to some ex- 
tent. In accordanee with usage the pound- 
master was notified, and Michael Angelrodt, 
Ro bert Johnson dog catchers. and Ed Roch, 
driver, was sent out to take the bovine tres- 
passer to the pound. , 

When the cow found that she was being led 
away from the direction of her home by 
strangers, she became frattous and in her 
excitement knocked down one of the dog- 
catchers. From thistimeon she was sub- 
jected to every torture that a dogcatcher’s 
fertile brain could invent. Especially 
was this the case from the 
Gravois road on McNair avenue to 
Pestalozzi street. Between the Gravois road 
and Victor street she was struck repeatedly 
about the head and body with stones, clabs 
and the dog-catchers’ billies; one ere was 
Knocked out; she was punched repeatedly 
and cruelly inthe rear with the end of the 
dog -catchers’ wagon tongue. Her head was 
tied to her foot during all this, and her = 
led her to struggle until the air 
and skin was all worn from her les. 
She was finally tied to a tree on 
the corner of McNair avenue and Pestalozzi 
street, and left from 10 o’clock until 6 in the 
evening without foodor water other than 
kind hearted citizens of the neighborhood 
brought her. 

Mrs. C. H. Hickman of 2036 Sidney street 
remonstrated with the dog-catchers for their. 
brutal treatment, and when she found her 
words of no avail telephoned to 
the Humane officer, and also sent 
her daughter with a verbal notice 
of the abuse the cow was receiving and was 
told if the officer got time he would attend to 
it. He got no time apparently, for the cow 
stood on the corner all day. 

At about 6o’clock in tbe evening the same 
men came back and tied the cow’s head fast 
to the lumber wagon they had with them and 
started for the pound. The cow was 
dragged part of the way and reared up, 
patting her front feet on the wagon. 

en one of her feet got caught in the wheel, 
and she was dragged over the wheel and 
along the street until the corner of Indiana 
avenue and Pestalozzi street was reached, 
when they contrived to break the poor 
beast’s shoulder. Satisfied with this they re- 
leased her, and she lay at this point until 
10:30 this morning, at which time she was 


shot. 

Every resident of that part of town was at- 
tracted by the brutality of the men, and they 
universally condemn the actions of the dog 
catchers as unnecessary and horrible. 

The firemen of Engine Company No. I were 
very outspoken against the manner in which 
the cow was handled near Victor street, One 
ot them said: ‘*I remonstrated with the dog- 
catchers, and asked them not to treat 
the animal that way. They were 
stoning her and throwing clubs 
at her—but was answered: I'm doing 
this. Isaid: ‘‘Goahead and do it then, but 
I would not do it in that way. The cow’s 
nose was bleeding at that time.“ 

Vincenz Frank, corner of McNair avenue 
and Victor street, said: I saw the men’s 
brutal treatment ofthe cow. I saw her nose 
bleeding and one of her eyes was put aut, I 
think. At any rate it was bleeding freely. 

Charles Dunsford of 2315 Pestalozzi street 
said: ‘‘Isaw them drag the cow last night. 
She wastied short toalumber wagon and 
got her feet upon the w n, one of her feet 
caught in the wagon wheel ani she was 
drawn clear over the wheel, the dogeatchers 
stilldriving on. some men spoke to them;

Some of the Eastern Delegates Denounce 


theIowa Editor’s Radicalism, but It 


Caught the Mass of the Delegates-— 
Gingerly Treatment of the Colored 
Man's Complaints of Outrages in the 
South. 


LOUISVILLE, May 11.—Repubdlican League 
circles have been decidedly lively ever since 
the delegates returned from the Kentucky 
Derby yesterday. The League and the Na- 
tional Committee went with all Louisville to 
see the famous race. Politics were forgotten 
for the time, candidates for the Presidency 
and Secretaryship of the League declared a 
truce, and became true Kentuckians until 
the Derby wasover. And then the fight was 
renewed with redoubled vigor. 

All last night, that is from 8 o’clock in the 
evening until 4 this morning, the Sub-Com- 
mittee of the Committee on Resolutions was 
in session. ‘The bone of contention in this 


body was the resolution favoring women’s | 


suffrage, which was introduced by Dr. 
Blakewell of Boston inthe convention yes- 
terday. It is as follows: 

Whereas, Political justice, impartial liberty and 
equal rights fer all are the foundation principles of 
the Republican party; and, 0 

Whereas, All persons born or naturalized in the 
United States and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
are citizens of the 5 lied States and ot the States 
which they reside; therefore, 

Resolved, that we reéfiirm our national platform of 
1889 and 1892, that the Repupulican party is miad- 
ful of its ebligations to the loyal women ef Ame 
for their noble devotion tothe cause .of freedom; 
that their admission for wider spheres of usefullness 
is viewed with satisfaction,and tnat we demand the 
baliot for every citizen of the United States North 
and Soute, irrespect ive of race, color or sex. . 

When the clerk had finished reading it in 
the convention there was a loud applause. A 
delegate from Montana called for three 


cheers, and they were given With great ve- } 


hemence, Theresolution wa n referred 
to the committee. 

In the committee George Princes of Gales- 
burg, III., made a fight on the resolution and 
won the day. He held that ft was nota 
question forthe league to decide. It wasa 
matter that properly bdDelonged to the Na- 
tional Republican Convention, and for the 
league to adopt such a resolution would 
result in serious injury to it. 

Dr. Blakewell favored it, and the matter 
did not come to a vote until near 4 o’clock 
this morning. Then the sub-committee de- 
cided to reportit to the committee with an 
unfavorable recommendation. 

This morning the whole committee sus- 


tained the action of its sub-committee, and 


it will go mto the convention unfavorably 
recommended. 
The attendance at the convention was 


larger this morning than it was yesterday. 


There was a good deal of disappointment ex- 
pressed on the part pf the rank and file of the 


convention that more of the national party 


leaders were not present. It was announced 
before the convention met that Russell A. 
Alger, J. Sloat Fassett, Thomas B. Reed, 
John C. Spooner, Gov. William McKinley, 
Jr., LeviP. Mortonand a dozen others of 
equal prominence would attend and address 
the convention and lend their counsel in con- 
ducting it. But none of them came, and 
their seeming neglect has caused some of the 
members to make unkindly remarks against 
the leaders.

Gates for the presidency of the league. 


CLARKSON’S MANIFESTO. 

The remarkable manifesto issued yester- 
day to the Republican League of the United 
States by Chairman Clarkson under the ise 
of an annual address, wasthechief topic of 
discussion among the delegates as they as- 
sembled in Macauley’s Theater this morning 
preparatory to the opening of the second 
day’s session of the National Convention. To 
the delegates that are opposed to any tinker- 
ing with the platform adopted at Minneapolis 
and which must remain the gospel of the 
party until the evening of another presiden- 
tial campaign, the utterances of the leader 
of the young Republicans were anything but 
palatable.

Pooled Railways Disagree Over Division 


of Immigrant Business. 

New Ton, May 11.—Nothing is more con- 
vincing of the existence of a pool of the 
trunk line railroads than figures showing the 
actual operations during the past few 
months.+ Many instructive points are thus 
gained as tothe amount of trafic carried by 
each railroad and the fiuctuation of traffic 

from one line to another. 

It willno doubt surprise many to learn 
that there is in existence a clearing-house 
e®rangement for the pool, something similar 
to that in vogue in the Stock Exchange, and 
if the adjustment is not ona money Dasis, it 
seems a good deal like it. 

The operations of the r pool have 
Deen successfully carried on up to a certain 

int, but now trouble is ahead unless cer- 
alu foes settle *‘balances’’ or whatever it 
may be termed. 
The passenger pool has been in operation 
more than two years, Dut it was practically 
until the presidents of the 

and Central Traffic associations 

ber decided to pool all competi- 

tive trafic, both freight ana pastenger, be 
tween New York and Chicago and St. Louis, 
and appointed Aldace F. Walker as arbi- 
trator to settle 9 of dispute pertain- 

ing to the equal division of trafiic. 

A great deal of work was done by Messrs. 
Walker, Goddardand Blanchard organizing 
the east and west bound freight pools, but 
they did not meet with the success that they 
anticipated. They were found to cum- 
brous, and some of the railroads did not ex- 
tend their support to the scheme. It is hoped, 
however, that they can conduct a pool of all 
the lake traffic which thetrunk lines receive 
and thus avoid demoral-

ization of rates. 

The only class of passenger traffic that can 
be readily diverted is emigrant, or third- 
class business. Most ofthis passes through 
the immigrant clearing house of the Trank 
Line Association, and it is divided equally be- 
tween the eight railroads. 

The pool established the percentage of the 
first and second class competitive passenger 
traffic to points beyond Buffalo and Pitts- 
burg, that each ofthe eight railroads is en- 
titled to. The New York Central, for exam- 
ple, is allowed 38 per cent, the Erie 
cent, and soon. 

The way they adjnst thefirst and second 
class traffic and keep the divisions agreed 
upon is by the diversion ofimmigrants. The 
adjustment is made once a month. The New 
York Central, for example, up to Aprill 
last had carried about 15, 000 more than its 
allotted share. That is, it had carried nearly 
87 instead of 838 per cent. Toeven up with 
the other lines the commissioners should 
divert that many immigrant passengers. Ihe 
West Shore carried less than 100 more than 
its share, so that there was Very little of its 
emigrant business to be diverted. But the 
Delaware,Lackawanna & Western, Baltimore 
& Ohio and others failed to gel as many first 
and second-class passengers as they were 
entitled to, Obviously they wanted the em- 
igrant traffic that was diverted. 

But this is a question that has been under 
dispute for over twoyears. A lot of immi- 
grants are routed over the New York Central 
and Canadian Pacific, which the Central re- 
fuses to divert, claiming that it has nothing 
to do with these passengers and they should 
not be reckoned in its allowance of one- 
third of the immigrant business. It is 
claimed that without the diversion of some 
of these so-called ‘‘extra’’ immigrants the 
Central is still ahead of its percentage. This 
fsone of the matters that needs to be ad- 
justed sooner or later. 

In the second place, the New York, Lake 
Ontario & Western, which was formerly be- 
hind on first and second-class traffic, has 
picked up wonderfully and lately it has run 
ahead of its Bee — It is claimed by 
competitors thatit should divert nearly a 
thousand second-class passengers or make 
good the adjustment to the clearing-house 
scheme, inasmuch as the diversion of im- 
migrant business is not sufficient to even up 
things.

COMPLICATED BY DEATH. 


Can a Man Convicted of Assault be Tried 


for Murder on His Victim’s Death? 
AILLSBORO, III., May 11,—Thomas Allen, a 
young man aged 19 years, lies dead in the 
Shelby County Hospital as a result of in- 
juries received from knife wounds made by 
a tramp Frenchman, whois nowin Chester 
Penitentiary servinga sentence of one year 
upon a charge of attempt to murder.“ 

It is claimed Miller, the Frenchman, hay- 
ing been once convicted for his crime can- 
not be brought back and again tried and 
convicted of murder. 

Thomas Allen’s parents reside at an un- 
known point in Missouri, aud are as yet una- 
ware of their son’s death,and it is not Known 
that they have had knowledge of his wherea- 
bouts the past few weeks. Some weeks 
since Allen came to Shelby County and went 
towork as a farm hand near Strasburg. Ina 
short time after his arrival he de 
came aware of the existence of a 
gang of counterfeiters at Strasburg 
and through his detective work the (Govern- 
ment arrested three men,.whoare awaiting 
trial with a clear case against them unless 
Allen's death takes away the testimony that 
would convict them. This bit of work gave 
Allen a big name fora few days all over the 
country, and it was generally thought he 
was a detective in Government employ. 

A day or two afterthis adventure Allen 
went to the livery stable of Mr. Poein Stras- 
burg and hired a saddle horse. He did not 
return with the animal at night as he 
promised to do, and onthe morning of the 
third day Poe sent cfficers to look for him, 
They found him at Windsor, and he 
claimea that the horse had thrown him and 
got away. The animal could not be found 
the explanation was not satisfactory and 
Allen was pr in jail on the charge of being a 
horse thie In his cell as a comrade was a 
Frenchman named Miller, a tramp, charged 
with the burning of box-cars of the 14 
Four Kkailroad. April d Allen and Miller h 
aftight, in which Miller stabbed Allen in the 
breast just over the heart, and also in the 
back and on the left shoulder. 

The Grand-jury was in session at the time 
and the day previous had refused to indict 
Allen for horsestealing, but had not yet re- 
turned the order for his release into court, 
The fight brought new work for the jury, 
which was about ready toedjourn, and as 
physicians stated they were satisfied Allen 
would not die, the jury indicted Miller for 
attempt to kill. He pleaded gullty to the 
charge and said the only regret he had to ex. 
press was that he had not been allowed to 
cut Allen into shoestrings. He was given one 
year in the Penitentiary and the charge of 
arson dismissed.

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Wasulixorox, D. C., May 11. —On the con- 
clusion of Joseph H. Choate’s argument be- 
fore the Supreme Court on the(Chinese ex- 
clusion cases, last evening Charles H. 
Aldrich, Solicitor General, appeared on de- 
half of the United States and argued in favor 
of the constitutionality of the Geary law. 
These cases, he contended, could not be dis- 
tinguished from the Chinese exclusion case 
(180 United States, 581), in which the court 
bad decided most of the points at issue. 
The Geary act had not (for its 
purpose the deportation of Ohinese 
laborers, as counsel for the 
petitioners erroneously assumed, but to pro- 
vide a system of identification and registra. 
tion for such as were here. Thisis a lawful 
purpose, whether applied to citizens or to 
aliens. The means by which the identifica- 
tion is attained, the Solicitor-General con- 
tended, were also lawful and that the act 1s 
reasonable and humane in its provisions. 
The refusal of the Chinese to observe the re- 
quirements of the law was under the advice 
of certain eminent legal gentlemen in whose 
opinion the law is unconstitutional. ‘‘An 
opinion,’’ he continued, ‘‘which, as I shall 
seek toshow, is equivalent toa denial of the 
sovereignty of the United States in the exer- 
cise of enumerated powers of the constitu- 
tion, of the authority of the previous de- 
cisions Of this court and of well-settied prin- 


ciples of the law of nations. Mr. Aldrich 
maintained (1) the right of Congress tore- 


quire aliens or citizens to register or obtain 


certificates of identification; (2) the wer of 
Congress to restrict and even forbid such 
immigration, which must be ccnceded asa 
ee of both international and cunstitu- 
tional law. 
Of the necessity for such exclusion, the 
political departments are the sole judges. 
The judiciary cannot pass upon that ques- 
tion, and so, aud for like reasons it is 
thought that ‘the methods and means by 
which the political departments seek to reg- 
ulate, limit or terminate the residence of 
such aliens as are already here are likewise 
exclusively within the "yarisdiction of the 
tery departments and beyond the con- 
nes of judicial power. The legislation un- 
der consideration, he contended, was au- 
thorized by the terms of the treaty of Novem- 
ber, 1880, which reserves the right on the 
part of the United States to ‘‘regulate, limit 
4 + N pend such coming or residence. 
Aldrich’s third point was that a na- 
tion hasa right, according to international 
law, to prescribe the terms upon which the 
citizens or subjects of other nations shall be 
admitted to its territory; to forbid such ad- 
mission; or, having admitted such Chinese 
and subjects, to regulate and list their resi- 
dence therein; and whenever it chooses to do 
so, suspend such residence altogether, and 
require that they shall depart its territory.’’ 

The fourth point was that the United States 
was a nation possessing like powers with 
other nations toexercise the ordinary and 
necessary means of self-preservatfon. From 
this it follows that there is a police power 
of the United States whichextends toand 
embraces all subjects confined to the general 
Kovernment and against the exercise of 
which a Chinese alien resident laborer is not 
entitled to invoke the guaranties of the con- 
stitution of the United States, designed for 
the protection of its citizens and citizens of 
the several States.’’ 

In conclusion the Solicitor General sald: 
BE — ye the maxim that the safety of the 
people isthe supreme law, then the police 
power in its relations to every subject of 
denger must, under our system, rest either 
in the States or the United States or the peo- 
ple. Ifthe latter, it occurs to me that the 
Chinese residents inthis country have need 
torepeal the old prayerthatthey may be 
saved from their friends (or counsel); for if 
fhey can induce the court to hold that 
the power does not belong tothe Federal 
Government, but yetrests inthe people of 
the several States, no person who has wit- 
nessed the evils of Chinese immigration and 
competition with our laborers can doubt that 
the people of the States afflicted therewith 
will promptly rid themselves of the baneful 
~ yee by appropriate legislation to the 
end.“ 

The court took the matter under advise- 
— and a decision is expected on Mon- 
day.

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‘The Aged Patriot Talks of Gladstone 


and Irish Home Rule. 


ERIN MAY BE COMPELLED TO THROW 
(HERSELF ON AMERICA. 


A Novai Solution for the Problem Now 
Vexing Great Britain—Richter, the 
German Radical, on the Stump Against 
the Emperor—Help for the Candidacy 
of Prof. Rudolph Virchow. 


LONDON, May 11.—The Pall Mall Gazette pub - 
lishes an interview with the venerable Hun- 
gart an patriot, Louis Kossuth, in regard to 
the Irish home rule bill. In the interview Kos- 
suth said that he wrote a memorandum years 
ago regarding Mr. Gladstone’s home rule 
scheme, The memorandum, Kossuth said, 
would be found among his papers after his 
death, but he declined to disclose at present 
what the memorandum contained. 

As to Mr. Gladstone’s second scheme for 
Irish home rule, Kossuth continues, I 
Know very little about it or the real princi- 
ples underlying it. I believe, however, that 
Mr. Gladstone will never arrive at his goal. 
The Irish question presents the same objec- 
tion as squaring a circle. It isa perfect 
Eutopla, this wish of Mr. Gladstone 
to establish the autonomy of Ireland 
without granting that country absolute inde- 
aa ee yD and I should not be astonished if 

reland should one day throw herself into 
the arms of the United States in order to 
gain what she wants. The distance between 
the two countries does not count to-day as it 
did in the past. it has been said that the sit- 
uation of Ireiand is comparable to Hungary, 
and someeminent Englishmen have asked 

my opinion in regard to that assertion. My 
answer is that it is false. The Austrians 
mever conquered ~ ngary as the English 
conquered ireland. Hungary merely made a 
compact with the House of Hapsburg for the 
sake of neighborly association. Ireland, on 
the contrary, was conquered by force of 
arms and can only be delivered by force of 


arms. 

Kossuth, whois gi years old, looks feeble 
and wasted and is sometimes convulsed by 
fits of coughing. He still spends some of his 
time every day in behalfof Hungary. 


RICHTER’S APPEAL. 


GERMANY FOR AND AGAINST THE 
KAISER’S POLICY. 


BERLIN, May 11.—The preparations for the 
elections of June 15 are being vigorously 
pushed by the various parties. Eugene 
Richter, the leader of the stronger section 
of the Freisinnige, now known as the Frei- 
sinnige Volks party, or Radical party, ad- 
dressed an enthusiastic meeting of the 
party in behalf of the candidacy of Prof. 
Rudolph Virchow, who has been put forward 


for the Reichstag. Herr Richter defended 
the action of those who voted with him in 
the Reichstag and said that he hoped and 
believed that the division in the Freissinnge 
party would prove to be of benefit. Herr 
Richtor’s utterances were cordially cheered. 


FIGHT IN 


Herr Eugene Richter is by all odds the most 
conspicuous personality in the Freisinnige 
party of German politics, and he will only 
add to his prominence by the step just taken, 
that of secession from the Conservative ele 
ment among his former followers. The Rich- 
ter wing of the Freisinniges will, it is pre- 
dicted, DB te to be the most pow -erful oppo- 
nents of Chancelor Caprivi when he presents 
his new army bill to the new Reichstag. 

The Freisinnige party embraces in its ranks 
the radical elements of the German Liberals. 
They seek to widen the present constitu- 
tional Government of the Empire and the 
States, as being a rudimentary and transi- 
tional form of Government, into a Parlia- 
mentary regime after the example of En- 
gland. They advocate manhood suffrage, 
with single, direct and secret vot- 
ing; lMberty of conscience, religion, 
Speech, association, meeting and the 
press; yearly budgets, with full par- 
Hamentary control of financial measures and 
taxation; and the actual responsibility of 
Ministers of State to Parliament. In the 
economic domain the radicals represent with 
complete fidelity the principles of what ts 
known as the Manchester or  liberalistic 
school; and in this respect, as in no other, 
are out of touch with the predominant 
tendencies of German thought and legisla- 
tion. Herr Richter is a strong man, Dut 
there are others in the party who have force. 
Among these are Dr. Ludwig Bumberger, 
Prof. Virchow, Heinrich Rickerts, Dr. Max 
Hersh, Dr. Bambach and Prof. Handel. 

ROME, May 11,—The newspapers of this city 
assert that Von Bulow, the Prussian Minister 
to the Vatican, visited Cardinal Ram polla, 
the Papal Secretary of State, and expressed 
his surprise in behalf of the Prussian Gov- 
ernment that his holiness had departed from 
the customary limits of prudence in his re- 
cent political remarks to the Catholic pil- 
grims from Germany. 


FROM A BRITISH POINT OF VIEW. 
PARIS, May 1l.—Attorney-General Sir 
Charles Russell of counsel for Great Britain 
before the Bohring Sea Court of Arbitration 
began his address yesterday in behalf of the 
British case. The court-room was thronged 
with Englishand American residents of Paris 
and with visitors from abroad. Sir Charles 
began by bestowing generous praise on the 
arguments of Messrs. Carter and Coudert of 


counsel forthe United Statesas fullof in- 
tellectual allurements. Nevertheless, Sir 
Charles went on tosay thathe thought that 
Mr. Carter’s line of argument had taken 

him into the misty clouds of ethical discus- 

sion which had no bearing on the case. He 

had also built strongholds which were 

legally indefensible, 

For instance, the theory that foreign ves- 
sels could be seized in time of peace, that 
pelagic sealing was criminal and that seals, 
although wild, were nevertheless American 
property because they possessed the animum 
revertendi displayed a remarkabDle confusion 
of ideas. 

Neither internal nor municipal law would 
confer property in seals, were the dispute 
between persons instead of nations. On 
some points Sir Charles stated that he 
agreed with the American counsel because 
they drew right conclusions based on wrong 
premises, Sir Charles admitted that the 
legai question fur decision by the tribunal 
contained in art. 6 should be submitted to 
the arbiters as jurists. This, however, im- 
plied that the tribunal of arbitration’ must 
deciure what the law is, not attempt to make 
the law. Sir Charles agreed with the Amer- 
icans that it was preferable that the seals 
should be exterminated rather than that the 
tribunal should swerve from the straight 
line of the law. 

The whole question had been exaggerated. 
The counsel of the United States had dwelt 
upon the cost of Alaska and the value of that 
territory tothe United States on account of 
the seals; but at the time of the purchase of 
Alaska tne United States did not take the 
seals into consideration. 

This statement by Sir Charles caused a 
lengtuy discussion as to the correctness of 
the assertion, Baron de Uourcet, President of 
the Tribunal, American Arbitrators Harian 
and Morgan ‘and E. J. Phelps of counsel for 
the United States, taking part in the discus- 
sion, and various points were brought out 
relating to the burchase of Alaska.

His impassioned appeal to the 
young men to come into the Republican 
party. is unsupported by a convincing 
reason for so doing. For the inspiration 
of party progress he refers to the dead past 
of Lincoln, Grantand Blaine. For vindi- 
cation he tries to foist the sins of the Re- 
publican party on the shoulders of the 
new Democratic Administration. He dis- 
credits the intelligence and sense of justice 
of the American by false statements and 
unmerited criticisms with reference to an 
untried administration and by declaring 
that they are weary of a policy which has 
not been carried into effect. For a plat- 
form of principles he suggests a manifesto 
of unjversal reform embracing all the iams 
that promise a Vote. 

This is the flimsiest political clap trap in 
which needs are mistaken for ideas and 
desire for power. But passing Clarkson, 
where is the inspiring leader of progressive 
principles to be found? There is no hope 
in McKinley’s repudiated one-idea, Har- 
rison’s discredited and beaten moss-back- 
ism or Reed's buffoonish smart- 
ness. Allison is shelved and  Sher- 
man’s frosty wiliness shows no sparks 
of lite.

ELECTRIC AND STEAM RAILWAYS. 

The extensive scheme of electric railways 
projected in Connecticut and Massachu- 
setts has encountered a snag in the Legis- 
lature of the former State, which is likely 
to postpone indefinitely this mode of rapid 
transit between townsand cities over the 
public highways. 

As originally passed the general bill au- 
thorizing franchises provided that an 


— 


railway. The purpose of this was of 
course manifest, and immediately protests 
were heard from Boards of Trade and other 
popular bodies, which procured the elim- 
ination of the objectionable clause. The 
steam monopolies appear to be equal to the 
emergency, however, and the project is 
likely to fail. 

This might have been foreseen. Electric 
transportation though in its infancy has 
indefinite possibilities, and the managers 
of the old style roads are very much alive 
to the danger which threatens them. Tram- 
ways along country roads are likely to be 
strong competitors of the steam railways 
for local passenger traffic. The cost of 
building, maintenance and operation will 


be much less, and rates of fare will be 


Umited, if not by charter provision at 
least by the common sense of the electric 
companies themselvés. They will be 
masters of the situation and their big rivals 
will depend more and more upon through 
travel for support. 

What will be the policy of the steam 
roads? Probably they will fight electric 
extendion as long as they can in the Legis- 
latures and courts as they are already 
doing in Connecticut, and when these dil- 
atory tactics are exhausted, will buy the 
franchises and put them in convenient 
pigeon-holes. |

| DEPOSITORS WILL GET ALL THEIR 


MONEY IN TIME. . 


Fair Statements Made by the Heads of 
ths Broken Concerns—Discussion at to 
the Causes of the Collapse — The 
World's Fair Branch Bank Depositcrs 
No Longer Excited—Clerks Making Up 
Their Acoounts That ths Gearantors 
May Make a Settlement. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 11.—The Capital 
National Bank of this city, located on South 
Meridian street, suspended this morning. 
The statement is made that the closing of 
the bank’s doors was made necessary by the 
closing of the Chemical National Bank of 
Chicago last week, which institution owed 
the Capital some $100,000. The bank also 
carried a large amount of Premier Steel 
Works paper. The latter contern was placed 
in the hands of a receiver Friday last. 


The bank is the depository for a number of 
building associations. The announcement of 
the suspension of the bank came as a great 
shock tothe people, especially in Meridian 
street, where the news was frst circulated, 
and in a few moments it was the only topic 
talked of by the business men. 

Theories as to the cause and as to the ulti- 
mate result of the failure flew thick and fast.~ 
Some expressed the opinion that the failure 
would be only 4 - A general feeling 
of uneasiness was manifest, however. Noth- 
ing definite as yet can be ascertained and the 
crowds are waiting for developments. 

M. D. Wilson is President and Charles 
Dougherty cashier ofthe suspended Capital 
Bank. They in their statement say: ‘*The 
Capital Bank was organized in December, 
1889, with a paid up capital stock of $300,000. 
It has done a profitable business from the 
beginning until now, and up to Tuesday 
morning, when the news of the failure of the 
Chemical National Bank of Chicago was re- 
ceived, there was nothing in the condition of 
the business of the bank to cause any 
concern or apprehension. The Capital Na- 
tional Bank, like other banks throughout the 
country, has pursued a conservative course, 
endeavoringto keep its discounts within 
prudent limits, and as the statement on the 
4thof May by the Comptroller ofthe Cur- 
rency shows, we had the reserve on hand 
that the banks of this on have prudently 
kept. The condition of the bank !s good at this 
time. We had on deposit with the Chemical 
National Bank of Chicagoat the time of its 
failure $79,000. The Chemical National Bank 
was our correspondent andthe fact that we 
had a deposit with them became known and 
created apprehension and caused heavy 
drafts to be made uponfus. The balances were 
running against us so large that we felt it 
would be impossible without material 
aid to stem this current 
great length of time. There was 
place where we could go at this time to se- 
cure the amount of assistance which the 
Board of Directors felt would be necessary 
to tide us over. It was therefore thought 
best to suspend before the paying of the cash 
we had on hand. In other words, to suspend 
before we were compelled to suspend. The 
bank has available assets at this time of over 
$200,000, not Including the deposit with the 
Chemical National Bank. If that were 
at the disposal of the bank there 
would be no necessity for taking this 
step. The loans and discountof the bank 
have been conservative, and it is believed by 
the officers of the bank that they are of ex- 
cellent quality. Theassets and liabilities of 
the bank at the close of yesterday’s busines 
were 51,468, 62. 78. We think the balances are 
in Buch shape as to be readily settled up 
without injury to any of the business inter- 
ests of Indianapolis. There are enough 
available funds on hand to pay almost, if not 
quite, 25 per cent to the depositors, and the 
paper is of such character as to be easily re- 
alized upon, so that there need not be much 
delay in depositors getting their money. 

The Comptroller of the Currency was im- 
a apne | notified of the suspension of the 
bank and requested to advise the officers as 
to the course to pursue in all current mat 
ters connected with the bank. The Dills re- 
ceived for collection wili be presented in the 
usual course of events, and funds arising 
fromsuch payments will be held intact for 
the use of those for whose account they were 
Kept. 

COMPTROLLER ECKELS’ INFORMATION, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 11.—Comptrolier 
Eckels wasto-day advised that the stock- 
holders of the recently failed Chemical Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago will make good the 
impaired capital as soon as the exact amount 
can be ascertained, and the bank will resume 
business. Every cent, itis asserted, will be 
paid, and it is understood that the depositors 
at the World’s Fair branch have already 
been paid. 

The Comptroller has designated D. A. 
Cook, Bank Examiner for Illinois outside of 
the city of Chicago, to take charge of the 
Columbia National Bank of Chicago, 
which falled this morning. He bas also 
telegraphed Hugh Young. Bank Examiner 
for Western Pennsylvania, residing at Pitts- 
burg, to proceed at once to —— — . — and 
take charge of the Capital National Bank of 
that city, which also falled this morning. He 
has no detalls of the failure of either of those 
banks.

| FUNERAL DIRECTORS. 


The Annual State Convention Opens Up 
atthe Laclede Hotel. 


The first day’s session of the Sixth Annual 
Convention of the Missouri Funeral Direct- 
ors’ Association was called to order at 10:30 
o’ clock this morning in the reading 
room of the Laclede by President G. B. 
Hickman of Butler, Mo. The association is 
composed of something like 500 members, 
but only about fifty members answered to 
roll call this morning. After the convention 
had been called to order the session was 
opened with a prayer by Rev. 
Fr. Gustavus Tuckerman of St. 
Stephens’ Mission, when President{Hickman 
introduced Vice-President J. C. Hermes,who 
delivered a short address to the local funeral 
directors who were in atteneance upon the 
convention by invitation, and urged 
them tocome into the association, as the 
undertakers of the country needed their 
co-operation in educating the undertakers 
and to have a law passed requiring all under- 
takers in the State to be licensed. The Vice- 
President also urged that a united effort 

made to have such a 
law passed, urging that an undertaker 
3 in the same line witha physician 
anda pharmacist. In order to bring about 
the desired end it would be necessary to ap- 
point a State Examining Board, whose duty 
it should be to examine in every branch of 
the business every person doing business 
as an undertaker. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hermes’ femarks, 
routine business was taken up. which was 
not disposed of until 12 o’clock, when a 
recess was taken until 1:300’clock. The at- 
ternoon session was opened by the Presi- 
dent’s address.

Loypon, May 11.—Correspondents at Lem- 
berg, the capital of Austrian Poland, and at 
Cracow, another leading city of Austrian 
Poland, were requested by telegraph to 
ascertain whether there was any foundation 
for the report that a decree had been issued 
by the Russian Government expelling the 
Hebrews from roland.

COMMITTEES AT WORK. 


Plans for the Broommakers’ Organization 
—Apprenticeship and Labor Questions. 


The National Convention of Union Broom.- 
makers metat9 o'clock this morning and 


immediately took a recess in order 
to give the various committees time to 
complete their work. There are 
four committees in session: The Committee 
on Constitution, the Committee on By-Laws, 
the Committee on Resolutions and the Com- 
mittee on Rituals. The convention will meet 
again at2o’clock this afternoon when it is 
expected that the committees will have fin- 
ished the major portion of their work. 

The question of apprentices, which has 
ever caused dissensions between capital and 
skilled labor, will be decided sometime to- 
morrow. As proposed by the Committee 
on By-Laws the International Union 
shall control and regulate the wages 
and term of allapprentices. The apprentices 
will probably be required to serve four years. 
During the first year they will receive $3 

week; during the second ear 

to $8, and during the third 
and fourth years wages in proportion 
to their proficiency but less than ttose re- 
ceived by a journeyman. 

A national label will be adopted for the 
porpose of fichting, not only non-union made 
but those made by convict labor 
are, it 18 asserted, success- 
fully competing a large scale 
with the brooms manufactured by 
free journeymen. The constitution will pro- 
vide that no local union can declare a strike 
for any cause without first having submitted 
its grievances to and received permission 
from a board to be composed of the Presi- 
dent, Vice-President and Secretary of the 
International Union. 

The broom-makers of New Orleans are not 
represented, owing to the expense incurred 
by all organized labor in that city — ag the 
recent strike, which has prevented them 
from raising funds to pay the expenses of 


delegates. 
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AN INSANE FAMILY. 


Four Brothers Unbalanced in Sueecession 
—@One Attacks Suspect Hickey. 

rr Rock, Ark., May 11.—Two weeks 
ago Jeff Barthella, an Italian, who owns a 
farm at Center Ridge in Conway County, 
near Morrilton, suddenly became violently 
insane and jumped into a well and drowned 
himself. Barthella had a wife and several 


\ehildren and two brothers, John and Alex, 


who lived on the farm with him. His suicide 
preyed upon the minds ofthe two brothers 
and both became violently insane and had to 
be arrested, and were locked upinthe Mor- 
rilton jail. Yesterday they were allowed the 
privileges of the corridorof the jail, and 
after walking about for a while, John went 
into the cell occupied by Frank Hickey, the 
alleged murderer of John M. Clayton. At first 
he appeared rational, but while engaged in 
a friendly conversation with the prisoner 
from Butte City he suddenly sprang upon 
Hickey with the ferocity of atiger. In his 
effort toescape from theceli Hickey fell to 
the floor, The madman jumped upon him 
and beat him severely upon the head, and 
sinking his teeth into his shoulder, bit outa 
piece ef fiesh about the size of a walnut. The 
greatest confusion prevailed fora few min- 
utes which attracted the attention of the 
Sheriff ana a num ber of persons at the Court- 
house, a half block away, who hurried to the 
mer reduced the lunatics to submission and 
ocked them up in their cells. 

On Monday J. Barthella, an employe in 
the Iron Mountain shops on the north side of 
the river, and a brother of the insane men, 
went to Center Ridge to look after the effects 
of the brother who had suicid He imme- 
diately became insaneand is iow ina piti- 
able condition. 

This morning Sherif White of Conway 
County brought John and Alex Barthella to 
— city and placed them in the insane 
asylum.
